The Executive Committee off the NCFA held several meetings 
during this period concerning the following matters: 

1. Mr, Zef PALI presented a relation on his private 
visit to Turkey, 

2. Mr. A.L, requested the members of the Military 
Junta to have their documents ready, by the end 
of the month of August, for their departure to 
England where they will visit the Albanians liv- 
ing in Bicester, Oxactn. 

3. The military Junta discussed the question of the 
elements who are in England, and requested Mr.J.L. 
to find a solution for their settlement within 
reach of the Committee . 

4. All the members of the Executive Committee have ■ 
attended a meeting with Mr. J.L. and Mr. A.L., 

on the 20th and 23rd August 52, during which they 
have acknowledged the promemo and suggestions made 
by the backers of the Committee, as well as their 
verbal suggestions concerning the broadening and 
reorganisation of the NCFA. 

5. The Executive Committee has been Informed of the 
note forwarded by Mr.J.L. concerning the- sum of 
twelve dollars per day, which will cover in the 
future all expenses incurred by the members of 
the NCFA, besides their transportation expenses. 

6. The Executive Committee has prepared its decision 
as answer to the joint memorandum of the backers 
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of the Committee concerning the broadening and 
reorganisation of the NGFA. They will soon 
present it to Mr. J.L. and Mr. A.L. 

8. The Committee has also attended a meeting with 
Mr. Damani, concerning the presentation of a 
memorandum to the UNO about the forced labour 
camps in Albania. Mr. Damani has been given 
the material gathered in Greece by Mr. Toptani. 
Meanwhile the chairman of the NCFA has sent a 
cable to the Committee of the Slave Labour Hea- 
rings in Geneva, to let them know about the 
sending of a memorandum by the NCFA.
